MEETING, OF JUSTICES, 
SPIRIT LICENSES. 


The’ usual monthly meeting. of the Jus- 
tices, to consider any applications for spirit 
licons¢s, was held this morning, at. eleven 
o’clovk—preseut, Mr. May (presiding), Mr 
Mitchell, -Dr Murray and Captain Deane. 

. There were four applicants, viz., A. Rus- 
tebery, Francia, KH Parker, ‘and. J. de 
Pinto, i = a: 

As. to the two first-named-. applicants, 
Dr Murray remarked that they were giving 
unuecessary trouble in repeatedly making 
application ; he would not have come, had 
he known: that two of tho four cases had 
been previously . disposed’ of.—-Mr May 
remarked that. he supposed they had come 
uuder the belief that the new alteration 
had: been. made regarding the new license, 
—On Mr Busteborg and Mr Franois being 
dalled in, they were informed ‘by the pre- 
siding Justice that they had . repeatedly 
mae application, and that on each occasion 
they bad beea informed: that no fresh li 
ceuses could ‘be granted them: until ‘the 
Ordinanes was so amended that a license 
could be. obtairied as an ‘adjunct to their 
prosont business as boardiny-house-keepers 
or confectioners, No defiuite decision “had 
ad yet been given by the Legislative Coun- 
cil, and of oourse the Justices could do uo 
More than repeat tlisir former observation:

overland -relying upon that promise, and 
had sport money upon the house; and.it 
was now very hard to be rofused the license. 
He had. held’a license: for a long time, as 
Mr May knew, aud nothing had ever been 
brought: against” him,—Mr May said that 
the house might be as well conducted as 
any housojpuasibly could be; but the Jtis- 
tices were acting for the public, and were 
not dealing with! personal matters at’ all. 
It was a misfortune to him; but now the 
Justicos wore considering and applying: the 
principle of. not granting new. licenses.— 
Mr Parker'said that it would be better to 
let Francis get the license than that no one 
should have it, elae’ it- might. be said that 
Vhe was pursuing a “ dog-in-the-manager” 
policy,—Mr May replied that such a pro- 
posal'was very considerate on. the part: of 
the applicant ; but they, wera not prepared 
to ‘consider such’ matters. Francis might 
got a license under thé’ new Ordinance. 
‘—The applicant -repeatedly recurred. to 
the great hardship of -the- case, in. view 
of- the fact that ho-had relied upon ‘the: 
promise of the-ustices that his license 
would never be. refused. — Mr May re- 
miuded him that this was a new licetise ; 
he regretied that. the applicant had been 
by a bungling, misfortune: deprived of his 
license, and that. bo should thus. suffer 
for. the carelessness . of the man whom 
he left'to monage: his “affairs ; but the 
Justices notwithstanding ‘did not: .con- 
sider that he ' onght to get ‘a new license, 
Tho applicant: asked why he should be 
the scape-goat of the new rule or principle. 
—Mr Mitchell: remarked that -he did not 
remember of any distinet promise to.conti- 
nue the license, and besides the Justices 
“could stop a-license at avy tiine. There 
was the same risk in licenses (or more), as 
in other trades. Already the Justices" had 
shown'some consideration to the. applicant 
by granting him .a license for the Oriental 
Hotel ; this had been thrown over for some 
private reason, and it was not desirable to 
encourage a trade in'the transfer of licenses. 
—Mr Parkor said that he did not think 
such could be said of him. It was a very 
hard case, 7 * ATE Oo 
Joachim de Pinto appeared to ask for the 
transfer-of the liconse now held by 8, de 
Souza in the “Old House at-Home.” -Ap- 
plicant has been seventeon yeara in Hong: 
kong, and was formerly coal godown-keoper 
to Messra Russell &, Co-, from whom he 
showed a certificate of good character, “It 
was -discovered, however, that this De 
Souza. had got a license for the house g0 re+ 
cently as December last; and as he had 
now sold the good-will-of tho place,. with 
very little stock (60 bottles) in it, for §825, 
it was reasonably inferred by the Justices 
that the said.
